Johnson Hints Special Session 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Johnson said today 
adoption of the nuclear nonproliferation treaty is important to 
the security of the nation and decared he will “seriously 
consider calling the Senate into special session” unless it 
ratifies the document. 
Without ratification, Johnson saw stark omens ahead. He 
said new nuclear powers might come into being and this could 
force a dilemma upon the United States: 
-“ Either withdrawing our influence and commitment from 
areas of the world which are vital to our interests; or 
-“ Having other nations trigger a nuclear conflict which 
could involve us.” 
Then with a not too veiled reference to Republican 
presidential nominee Richard M. Nixon and Sen. Richard B. 
Russell, 
D-Ga., chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, Johnson added: 
“Those who now argue for postponing ratification of the 
treaty must assume the grave responsibility for its failure - and 
for presenting our country with that dilemma.”

A former Cuban doctor, Orlando Bosch, was among those 
charged. He was accused of threatening to destroy ships and 
planes of Great Britain, Mexico and Spain in cablegrams sent 
June 6 to the heads of government in those countries. 
Bosch and two other exiles, Jose Diaz Morejon and Barbaro 
Balan Garcia, also were charged with the Sept. 16 shelling of 
the Polish freighter Polanica in Miami harbor. That incident 
led to apologies by the United States government after 
protests were published in Iron Curtain newspapers. 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the FBI, said the charges 
involved a wave of terror that included bombings in New 
York, 
Los Angeles and Miami where 39 bombings or 
attempted bombings have occurred since Jan. I. 
Eight of the nine persons named in the indictment were 
arrested in Miami today, the FBI said.

Effective Air Hijacking 


Controls Prove Elusive 


LONDON (AP) - “What we 
are afraid o f,’’ said an airline 
official in London, “is that some 
day some silly so-and-so will 
poke a gun into the back of the 
neck of a pilot and order him 
into an airport that he doesn’t 
know, or that isn’t equipped to 
handle his plane.

Generally speaking, concluded the judge, a husband and w ife 
w h o live together should have the sam e last name.
